Rule Changed in Rapid 


Fashion by Murder 
and Revolution.

“Thus you indicate after the fashion of 
those who compile atlases that Haiti is 


the property of the United States. 

No doubt you will find those who 
will dispute the accuracy of the revi- 
sion. They will point out that Haiti 
has a president, a legislative .ody, and 
courts—which is true. These constitute 


the mask which gives the country the 
appearance of self-government, but the 


real governor of Haiti is Lieut. Col. 
Smediey D. Butler, U. S. M. C., who 
as a lieutenant general commands the 
national constabular¥ of 2,500 natives 
officered by American marines. 


Haiti Turned Topsy Turvy. 
Haiti is a land turned topsy turvy. 
The nation which devotees of the epi- 
grammatic rejoiced to call the land 
where black rules white’’ has become 
most emphatically the land where white 
rules black. Because they won their 


poleon Bonaparte was too busy attend- 
ing to more important matters, the 
Haitians for years considered them- 
selves invincible. It*took 1,400 Amer- 


ican marines just six weeks to disabuse 


them of that error. 

After winning independence in the 
first decade of the nineteenth century, 
Haiti led a weird national existence. 
Presidents came and went frequently 
and suddenly. Only one attained the 
distinction of serving a full term, re- 
tiring, and dying a natural death in 
his own country. 

During the four years prior to Amer- 
ican intervention in July, 1915, matters 
went from bad to worse. Seven presi- 
dents in quick succession clung.to the 
slippery reins of government. The na-

In the case of People vs. Smoke a ver- 
dict of guilty was returned yesterday 
by the council health committee after 
viewing the exhibits and listening to 
the testimony of health and engineering 
experts. The terms of the sentence 
and the means of enforcing it will be 
determined at subsequent sessions of 
the committee. : 

The witnesses described the smoke evil 
as a more pressing danger to Chicago 
than threats of submarines or Zeppe- 
Ins. Exhibit A was a Chicago 
lung.“ taken from a victim of anthra- 
cosis, or carbonization caused by breath- 
ing smoke laden air for years, it was 
said. ‘Exhibit B.“ a normal, pinkish 
lung taken from an infant, was produced 
to show the contrast with the black 
hue of Exhibit A. e 

These lungs are graphic filustrations 
of the effect of Chicago smoke, said 
Chairman Willis O. Nance. It is evi- 
dent that the constant infiltration of 
smoke and dirt make the lugs suscep- 
tible to tuberculesis, pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, and similar diseases. It is not 
too much to say that the breathing of 
this air is responsible for the high mor- 
tality in persons between 40 and 50 
years old.“ 

Dr. W. A. Evans, health editor of Tue 
TRIBUNE, said the vital necessity of pure 
air had been too little recognized. 

We have spent lots of money for 
pure water ahd pure food, but we have 
paid little attention to pure air, which 
is really vital,“ he said. We have 
got to get a new conscience in regard 
to air. We are conquering practically 
all the diseases except those of respira- 
tory organs, which are increasing.”
